To . these lines. this editorial’ axe has” ever 
hewn, and’ it’ pleases us tmmensdty to chop out 
a chip of solid truth occasionally which falls 
upon the.hollow womb of Mother Earth with suf- 
ficient thud to admonish those enwrapped in the 
dogma that all others save and except the pro- 
fessional politician are born only to ‘the lowly 
station of drawers of water, hewers of wood and 
oilers of the machine, that kingly prerogatives, 
swell-headedness and political warlordism are 
more in the line of iridescent dreams than the 
goodly and godly doctrine of purity in politics. 


OPTIMISM VERSUS PESSIMISM 


Pessimism is as destructive a force in one’s 
health as it is in one’s purpose and performance.

And we desire to aid rt right now by the 
assertion that pessimism is a breeder of dis- 
ease, while optimism is a vigorous and effective 
eradicator of almost everything that ails you in 
this life. 

These is no power on earth that draws like 
the power of kindness. Kind thoughts lead to 
kindly acts. and kindly acts make lifelong friends 
for you. 

Kind thoughts are good for your health. They 
may not cure a tooth ache, nor keep you from 
getting fat, but they give you a good, rich feel- 
ing around the heart. Kind thoughts are as 
much an asset as honesty. A narrow minded 
man is too selfish to be kind. Be kind to aged 
people, for they will not be here very long. So, 
also, be kind to the young, for they will .be 
here a long time. 

In this big, lonesome world, both in the cities 
and in the farm houses, can be found many 
hearts that are pining: for kind words.
